unless he paid $4,000 extra asked 
by the builder.” 

Most numerous, he added, are 
complaints regarding violation of 
preference rights. The § reason 
for this, he said, is that “build. 
ers find that chances for getting 
side payments, in excess of ceil- 
ing prices set for sales or rentals, 
are greater if the builder is not 
dealing with a veteran, who 
knows what the rules are.” 

Ivan D, Carson, OPA’s Deputy 
Administrator for Rent, discounted 
the possibility that builders must 
ignore veterans’ preference rights 
in order to find buyers. 

“At this stage of the marketing,” 
said Carson, “it seems inconceiv- 
able that owners would have to 
sell or rent to non-veterans when 
the demand for housing from vet- 
erans is so great.”

Today Let Us Think 
Of Mothers-in-Law 


Since prehistoric man discovered the trick of 
laughter, since his companion tried, by quip and 
gag, to induce said laughter, the mother-in-law 

has been one of the most hackneyed subjects of alleged humor. She 
has been the butt of cruel jokes and the target of unthinking but 
foonery. 

Most unfair it has been, Only the rare exceptions among 
mothers-in-law have, in some degree, deserved the ridicule and con- 
demnation that have been their lot. In the vast majority of cases 
mother-in-law has been a gentle, kindly soul, a sacrificing matri- 
arch and, in the story of almost every young married couple, a very 
ready help in time of trouble. 

Why is it that the human race sentimentalizes mother in almost 
maudlin fashion yet lampoons mother-in-law into a low character 
in a gag-writers’ holiday? Every mother-in-law, you know, is of ne- 
cessity a mother, too. It is absurd to believe the sweetheart of all 
mankind, mother, so changes character that she becomes a burlesque 
comic simply because her child has married. 

I have heard of mothers-in-law who acted in manher approximat 
ing the slander of the cheap joke books. Of this type, though, I have 
only heard, at second or third hand. All hearsay. From my own ex 
perience, mothers-in-law have been charming and most lovable per- 
sons; beyond all helpful and sacrificing. My own mother-in-law, 
may she rest in peace, was a Southern lady of whimsical humor and 
sympathy so understanding, no son-in-law could help but love her. 
I have often told my wife one of the reasons I asked her to marry 
me was the hope she would grow, in later life, into as sweet a per- 


sonality as her mother.

provided the mothers-in-law of the nation didn’t break down. 

You understand the reference? Untold thousands of young mar- 
ried couples, unable to find any place to establish homes of their 
own, are necessarily living with his, or her, folks. Regardless of how 
loving, how co-operative, how helpful the young folks are, such a 
condition inevitably places an added burden upon mother and 
mother-in-law. A burden on her nerves, her patience, her strength. 

For it is the nature of homemaking womankind to retain the di- 
rection and management of her own home in her own hands. A 
daughter, a daughter-in-law can, and usually does, perform all the 
household tasks she can, take as much of the unavoidable labor as 
possible out of the older woman’s hands. But the home of the older 
folks remains the mother’s domain and nothing the younger ones 
can do can remove the sense of added responsibility an increase in 
the personnel of the household brings. 

If there is, as in so many instances, a representative of the third 
generation in the family, if mother has become not only a mother- 
in-law but a grandmother too, the strain upon her is multiplied many 
times. Her mother instinct compels her to devote much time and 
attention to the baby. The baby’s own mother is occupied with at- 
tendance on the young ’un, thus she cannot help so much with the 
household chores. 

And, despite all the love the older woman feels toward a grand- 
child, or two, it is undeniable that a baby’s constant demand for at- 
tention, its noise, its care, is something nature intended to fall upon 
womanhood in the younger years of her strength. When she reaches 
the older years, when her own children are themselves of the age 
to marry and have children, she is not intended by nature, to bear 
the of child care. 

It therefore becomes an unnatural strain for most women in the 
fifties o7 ixties to the constant presence of babies—even he 
own grandchildren, in her home. Nerves and muscles and tempera 
those later veal not designed for the duties of the twen- 
the thirties, 
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Do not think, for a moment, I intend to 
No Lessened Love disparage the overflowing love of mother, 
and mother-in-law, for her own, even of the second and third gen- 
erations. 

I do maintain though that the woman who has toiled at the rais- 
ing of a family through her young and middle years, deserves and 
needs the peace and rest of a childless home in later life. She has 
earned retirement from the task of raising a new generation. 

Today, though, housing shortage denies, to thousands of these de- 
voted women, the proper peace of declining years. The young mar- 
ried folks have no place to turn, to lay their heads and make their 
home, save with mother and dad. And, in the emergency, the moth- 
ers, the mothers-in-law are doing a magnificent job, Only because 
love cushions the yoke, are they able to carry. on. 

The nation owes new and added honor to a class already deserv- 
ing all our appreciation—the mothers-in-law.

stores and so on for the convenience of these people and the 4,000 
wives and children they brought along. So they moved into an 
oid mountain settlement called Welch’s Cove and there built a 
modern little city with houses of varying sizes, all complete with 
heat and electric lights and electric refrigerators and stoves, and 
® village with a modern store, as nice as anything in Atlanta, and 
® post office and barber shop and a big cafeteria, and a commu- 
nity center for dancing and parties and what not.

CIENCE has discovered two new 
methods of “conquering” fog. 
One is through the use of im 
proved radio and radar equipment, 
which enables fog bound airplanes to 
make “blind” landings. 

The other innovation § dissipates 
the thick fog itself by bombarding it 
with a special kind of sound waves, 
jnaudible to human ears. 

A dramatic example of a plane 
blind landing, which saved the life of 
a child, occurred recently when a 
powerful four-engined airliner was 
winging its way into New York's La- 
Guardia airport one wild night. 

Groping its way _ through the 
murky fog clouds, it fortunately had 
blind landing instruments on board. 
These consisted primarily of a spe- 
cial dial with intersecting pointers 
hooked up to receivers on the plane. 

One of the pointers told the pilot 
his ship was hea ing for the proper 
runway, the other infermed him that 
he was following the correct glide 
path down to earth. 

‘The airport had warned the pilot 
that visibility was near zero. Civil 
Aeronautics Authority regulations 
prohibit landing when the visibility Is 
under 400 feet. 

Instead of diverting the plane to 
another, fog-cleared field, the flier 
kept boring in, since he knew he had 
a@ special passenger on board. A 
critically ill boy was being rushed 
in for an emergency operation. 

The pilot informed the field con- 
trol tower he was landing. Clancing 
hastily out of the cockpit his eyes 
met a wall of gray fog. 

Hlis altimeter showed 200 feet 

‘The engines were now purring 
softly, the switch had been pulled, 
lettin the landing gear down, Wing 
flaps to increase air resistance, and 
reduc: landing speed were. wide open 
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—the way was clear to land—but he 
could not see the ground. 

Shifting his eyes constantly from 
his radio altimeter to the glide path 
indicator, the ship’s commander sud- 
denly slowed the engines. 

The passengers felt a quick drop 
and the airplane stalled, as if tired. 
Then, a moment later, a bump and a 
hissing noise as the hydraulic shock 
absorbers took up the landing strain, 
a second bump and they were rolling 
smoothly down the friendly runway. 

Despite the hesitancy which even 
now marks. the official attitude 
towards instrument landings, a fully 
successful attempt was made in 1929 

General James Doolittle (then a 
Lieutenant) flew alone in a small 
army plane under a hooded cockpit 
to land at Mitchel Field. Compared 
to present day equipment his methods
